Canada Warned 
Against Axis 
Rumor Drive 


OTTAWA, July 30. — (CP) — 
Commissioner S, T. Wood of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 


issued a statement today in which 


he said vicious and harmful stor- 
jes are being circulated in Can- 
ada by disloyal or subsersive per- 
sons and he is convinced the 
rumors are part of an enemy 
whispering campaign aimed at in- 
juring the Dominion’s war effort. 

“The circulation of rumors 
throughout Canada is increasing 
and has already reached a point 
that convinces me that many of the 
vicious and harmful stories form 
part of an enemy whispering cam- 
paign aimed at injuring Canada’s 
war effort,” declared the commis- 
sioner. 

“In several instances identical 
stories have been circulated in the 
U.S.A. and in Canada. Many of 
these rumors are the same as those 
circulated in various European 
countries as part of Hitler’s pre- 
liminary “softening up” and in 
order to cause distrust and dis- 
satisfaction and thereby weaken 
resistance. 

Frequently these rumors are 
started by propaganda broadcasts 
originating in enemy countries and 
are circulated in the early stages 
by disloyal or subversive persons. 

Dealing with such persons is, of 
course, a job for the police and in- 
telligence services, but it would 
be impossible for these rumors to 
achieve their present wide circula- 
tion if loyal citizens did not un- 
wittingly assist.

Germans Mass” 
Big Air Force 
Near Petsamo

MOSCOW, July 30—(BUP)—A 
large German air force is concen- 
trated around Petsamo, Finland. 
The fliers are old-timers—every 
one has been decorated for bomb- 
ing British cities. 

In June, the Germans repeatedly 


raided Murmansk, Now, after a 
brief intermission, the raids have 


been resumed. The wooden city has 
suffered from fires, but its harbor 
structures are intact. 

Some increase in the enemy land 
forces also has been noted. There 
are no Finnish soldiers in the north. 
The Germans regard this area as 
especially important and prefer to 
use Finns alongside Rumanians and 
Hungarians as cannon fodder, in the 
south, 

The war on the northern front 
now is a war of position: of arfil- 
lery duels and _ reconnaissance 
patrols amid barren cliffs. Wider 
activity soon may be expected. The 
Germans are bent at all costs on 
cutting Russia off from Britain 
and America, Until recently, they 
hoped to do it by attacks on con- 
voys. Now they've obviously con- 
cluded that without successful land 
offensive they can’t accomplish 
their aim. 


FINNS ARE SNIPERS 


The Finnish 722nd Infantry Brig- 
ade is fighting on the Don river. 
During the winter, the Germans 
used Finnish ski-runner battalions 
on the Kalinin and Bryansk fronts. 
This summer, the Germans are 
using them in forest areas as snip- 
ers, hidden in the trees, 

Recently the Germans brought 
120 Finns condemned for disobedi- 
ence to Smolensk. These Finns 
build roads as convicts, and Ger- 
man overseers flog them with 
whips,

Nazis Claim Last Caucasus Rail Link Cut 


LONDON, July 30. — (CP) — 
—Reuters said it has recorded a 
Vichy broadcast in which the 
Vichy News Agency reported that 
German forces from the Kerch 
Peninsula landed at dawn today 
on the Taman Peninsula of the 
Caucasus,

Hitler’s invasion armies, 
racing toward the Caspian 
Sea, reported today they had 
cut the last major rail line 
to the Caucasus oil fields, 
while. in the-north .the--Rus- 
sians declared they had beat- 
en off all German attempts 
to hammer wedges into So- 
viet lines above Stalingrad. 

Late dispatches indicated that 
the Germans had found a “soft 
spot” in the Russian defences 
east of Rostov and were exerting 
their main efforts in a drive to 
isolate the Caucasus, 

Meanwhile, amid widespread 
agitation for an Allied invasion of 
western Europe, Sir Stafford 
Cripps again told parliament in 
London that plans regarding a sec- 
ond front could not be divulged. 
SITUATION ACUTE 

In the Soviet campaign, the situa- 
tion appeared to be growing rapid- 
ly more acute in the northern 
Caucasus, where the Russians 
acknowledged fresh Nazi advances 
at several points. 

The German high command as- 


serted broadly that the Russian 
line of retreat to the east had been 
cut off in the great Don river bend, 
but gave no details. 

Dispatches to Red Star said 
a gigantic seven-day-old battle 
was raging in the Don bend over 


Stalingrad, involving thousands 
of troops, planes, field guns 
and tanks. 

Red Star said the Germans 


reached the eastern bank of the 
river in one sector but were driven 
back. 

Pravda, the Communist party 
newspaper, said Germany now is 
throwing her last resources into the 
great summer offensive, 


RUSH IN RESERVES 

Front-line dispatches said Mar- 
shal Semeon Timoshenko is rush- 
ing huge reserves of manpower into 
the struggle, while Nazi prisoners 
were quoted as saying that the 
Germans have been forced to shift 
troops from other sectors to the 
front to bolster the Don River 

offensive. 

A mid-day bulletin from Soviet 
headquarters indicated that the 
Germans, hurling waves of 40 to 
50 tanks into a series of attacks, 
had gained some ground in the 
Kletskaya sector, 80 miles north- 
west of Stalingrad, but the com- 
munique added: 

“All attempts by the Germans to 
drive wedges into our defences 
failed.” 

On the far southern front the 
Russians conceded fresh German 
gains in the Bataisk sector, 15 miles 
below Rostov-on-Don. 

“Heavy fighting is going on,” a 
Soviet communique said, referring 
to this region. “The enemy has 
launched several attacks and ad- 
vanced in separate sectors.”

The night attack on Saarbrucken 
by long-range British bombers was 
the R.A.F.’s third major raid in 
four moonlit nights. 


| BAG EIGHT BOMBERS 

As they rained tens of thousands 
of incendiary bombs and hundreds 
of big high explosive bombs on 
coal pits, iron, steel and engineering 
works of Saarbrucken, Britain's 
night fighter planes and the new 
secret British anti-aircraft guns 
broke up enemy raids on the Eng- 
lish Midlands and downed at least 
eight big bombing planes of a small 
fleet. 


Resumption before dawn today 
of raids on German-occupied ter- 
ritory was marked by three gi- 
gantic explosions, well inland 
from the Calais area of France, 
which startled people along the 
southeast England coast from 
their sleep, 

The explosions were not imme- 
diately explained. They followed 
by two hours a fighter and fighter- 
bomber attack on the area. 

The air ministry said a strong 
force of planes, which meant a 
fleet running well into three fig- 
ures, engaged in last night’s raid, 
and that they made a heavy con- 
centrated attack on Saarbrucken 
as the main objective. 


MUCH DAMAGE DONE 

“Preliminary reports indicate 
that much damage was done,” an 
air ministry communique said, 

Official admission that nine 
planes were missing indicated that 
the raid, though heavy, was of 
second rank in the new scourge 
offensive of the R.A.F. 

It was reported that they met 
almost no opposition, and it was 
believed that losses were greatly 
under the average of less than 5 
per cent. 

Last night’s raid on Saarbrucken 
was the second of the war there, 
but the first major one. A small 
raid was made on _ Saarbrucken 
Nov. 3, 1940. 

In bombing the Saarbrucken 
coal and war industry area, the 


R.A.F, planes switched their 
attack from the Ruhr-Rhineland 
| and the northwestern area where 
Germany is building the sub- 
marines which are attacking 
Allied shipping in the Atlantic. 


It was believed possible that the 
planes damaged the porcelain fac- 
tory on the outskirts of Saar- 
brucken, reported to be the biggest 
in Germany, owned by Franz Von 
Papen, the wily Nazi ambassador 
to Turkey. 

NEW GUNS IN ACTION 

A joint air ministry-home securi- 
ty ministry communique said some 
damage was done at Birmingham 
which was raided for the second 
time in three nights and admitted 
numerous casualties, some fatal. 

A British United Press eye- 
witness said the big new guns 
kept the damage and casualties 
to a minimum and entirely pre- 
vented the dive-bombing tactics 
which the enemy planes had used 
Monday night. 

It was the greatest barrage Bire 
mingham had ever had, he noted, 
as had Londoners when the big 
guns first opened here.

Ford added that if the confjict 
results in a federation of the 
world’s peoples, with an eradica- 
tion of political and tariff bar- 
riers, a future secure and peace- 
ful for all races and creeds is 
assured. 

Ford long has predicted a world 
as an ultimate cer- 
tainty. 

The farm-born' industrial gen- 
jus visualizes an intensive de- 
velopment of the soil as a pre- 
ventive of war. 

“Intensive production,” he said, 
“means a world busy in work and 


a friendly and helpful exchange 
of goods. Such a _ world has| 
neither time nor incentive to 
war.” 


Idle land is one of Ford's pet 
peeves.

One of the most important steps 
understood to have been decided 
on is the provision of a “cooling 
off” period between the time of 
dismissal or resignation of an em- 
ployee and the time he actually 
leaves employment. 

This new approach to the prob- 
lem of shifting manpower, which 
Elliott M. Little, director of na- 
tional selective service, has re- 
ferred to as one of the most serious 
wastages in Canadian labor, wil! 
halt hasty action both on the part 
of the employer and employee. It 
is anticipated the compulsory “cool- 
ing off” period will be one week. 


NO DAYS OF GRACE 

Regulations soon to be announced 
are expected also to eliminate the 
three days of grace at present pro- 
vided in reporting job changes to 
employment offices. 

Following the announcement 
June 17 of regulations which make 
it necessary for employers to ob- 
tain permits from an employment 
office for all new employees, regu- 
lations were reiaxed through the 
provision of a three-day period of 
grace so that an employer could 
engage a new man without a per- 
mit if he reported the employment 
within three days. 

Approval then was required in 
the form of a permit from the 
selective service officer who is 
also manager of the employment 
office, 

Organization of the employment 
offices to handle the heavy require- 
ments of the selective service pro- 
gram now has reached a point 
where this is no longer necessary 
and it is expected that announce- 
ment will be made in the near 
future that proposed job changes 
must be reported and a permit ob- 
tained before the new employee 
can be hired and start work. 


ABSENTEES ARE WORRY 

Absenteeism is another major 
problem which is being actively 
studied and on which some action 
is expected in the near future. 
Selective service studies have 
shown manpower waste running as 
high as from 15 to 25 per cent. in 
some plants, 

This condition is understood 
to be particularly serious in 
plants where large numbers of 
women are employed. The num- 
ber of women in industry is con- 
stantly increasing. 

Improvement of working condi- 
tions is considered at least a par- 
tial solution for this problem and | 
co-operation of employers is being 
enlisted in an energetic campaign 
now being carried on by selective 
service officials.

Even those who think it is inappropri- 
ate to hold Edmonton’s fair in war years 
will share the satisfaction that the recent 
event did not result in a deficit. On the 
contrary, there was a profit of $20,397, 
from which overhead expenses have to be 
deducted. And the federal and provincial 
Governments collected about $30,000 from 
the fair-goers, mainly through the betting 
machines; of which sum _ three-quarters 
went to the Dominion to help meet the 
war bills. 

From the standpoint of the Fair it- 
self the advantage is that the sixty-four 
year old tradition was maintained. Ed- 
monton holds its place in the western cir- 
cuit, and will continue to be known near 
and far as one of the “fair” centres of 
western Canada. The importance of thus 
holding the position that has been gained 
is not to be overlooked. There once was 
a Winnipeg Fair which for many years 
drew nation-wide attention to that city. 
For some reason the annual series was in- 
terrupted; and Winnipeg has never been 
able to get a fair going since. The point is 
worth remembering. 


The Heaviest Yet 


Sunday night’s raid on Hamburg is 
said to have been not only the heaviest 
since Cologne, but even more important 
in the destruction of enemy production 
plants. While Berlin used the usual for- 
mula in minimizing the damage, the Rome 
radio said it was the heaviest air blow yet 
struck the Reich. As 29 bombers were lost, 
it is supposed about 600 went over, and 
they used two-ton bombs. 

It was the 93rd aerial bombardment of 
the city. Hamburg ranks as the greatest 
submarine production centre in Germany. 
That no doubt is why it was singled out 
particularly for the large scale attack— 
and why it has been bombed so _ often. 
Smashing the plants where they are built 
is the cheapest and most effective way to 
deal with the menace of the prowling U- 
boats. 

On the heels of this most destructive 
of all raids on enemy centres Air Marshal 
Sir Arthur Harris broadcast a warning to 
the people of Germany that what was 
done to Hamburg will be done to their 
cities “one by one’. From which it is in- 
ferred that attacks on the same scale may 
be expected to be made regularly in fu- 
ture, aS weather permits. 

Sir Arthur has just returned to Bri- 
tain from visiting the United States and 
looking over the factories where bombers 
are built. What he saw evidently satisfied 
him that the machines are now coming 
out fast enough to make possible a con- 
tinuous overhead offensive on the Co- 
logne-Hamburg pattern. 


Why The Troops Were Sent 


The debate on the Hong Kong report 
broadened out into a debate on the pro- 
priety or impropriety of sending the ex- 
pedition, which it was bound to do and 
desirable that it should do. 

If the discussion accomplished nothing 
more, it served to present the facts afresh 
and in perspective. That it did accom- 
plish anything more there is no indication, 
for the administrative changes in the de- 
partment were made long before the de- 
bate was foreseen and before the investi- 
gation was held. 

When the British authorities asked 
Canada to send two battalions to Hong 
Kong no Canadian troops had been or 
were being fully trained on this side of 
the ocean. Preliminary training only was 
given here, and advanced training over- 
sea. This arrangement has been modified 
since and because Canada became liable to 
invasion when Japan entered the war. 

As a result no troops on this side of 
the ocean had had experience in the use of 
trench mortars, anti-tank guns, tanks, 
and some other types of weapons. Nor 
was such equipment available with which 
to fully arm even the Hong Kong conting- 
ent; the arms were being rushed to Brit- 
ain and to Russia as fast as they were 
turned out. 

The question then was whether to send 
Such troops as were available, with what 
equipment could be secured in four weeks, 
or to tell London that Canada could not 
respond to the request. Perhaps London 
should have been told this, but what a 
furore would have been aroused if that 
had been done! And how would Canada 
have stood among the sister nations if 
that word had been flashed back to Lon- 

on? 

Australian troops, New Zealand 
troops, South African troops, had at that 
time been long and heavily engaged in the 
fighting in Africa. No Canadian troops 
had been engaged anywhere, save for the 
sortie into France on the eve of the col- 
lapse there. The Dominion was ringing 
with demands that we get into the war 
somewhere, So the men were sent to 
Hong Kong—not that there was fighting 
there, but that there was a threat to be 
faced. 

There was hope in London, in Wash- 
ington, in Ottawa and in Canberra that a 
show of force might deter the war-makers 
at Tokyo, That was why the Hong Kong 
garrigon was strengthened, and why the

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Too Much Second Front Talk 


Prince of Wales and the Repulse turned up 
at Singapore—without air protection. War 
in the Pacific was not expected, anywhere 
outside the Axis circles, on the evening of 
Dec. 6th. Tokyo’s representatives were 
that day sitting in conference at Wash- 
ington, discussing terms for a peaceful ar- 
rangement of the situation in the Pacific. 

The Allies and the United States were 
taken completely by surprise the next 
morning when Japan launched its treason- 
able attacks on Pearl Harbor and Manila. 
Then, and only then, was it plain that the 
battalions sent to Hong Kong would be in 
action. 

This in brief is the history of the send- 
ing of the expedition to the doomed fort- 
ress. It is a melancholy record. But the 
battalions were sent because they were 
asked for. They were the most experienc- 
ed troops we had. Canada at least did 
not refuse to meet the call as best it could. 

It ill became some members of parlia- 
ment, who last summer were clamoring to 
have Canadian troops sent to Libya, to 
Suggest on Monday last that Ottawa 
should have refused London’s request to 
send a contingent to Hong Kong. 


Based on the registration of two 
years ago, it is calculated there are now 
in Canada 2,400,000 boys and men between 
the ages of 16 and 45 years. The figures 
would be similar for the age span of 20 
to 49 years. Allowing for as many women 
of corresponding ages brings the total 
working population under 50 years up to 
4,800,000, On the accepted proportion of 
16 workers to one soldier this would pro- 
vide an army of less than 300,000 men.

Over-Optimism

But there are several so obvious 
that they have even been discussed 
in this column. 

There is, for instance, the ship- 
ping situation | 
It is common knowledge that the 
Axis has taken and is still taking a 
tremendous toll of trans-Atlantic 
traffic. The actual figures are not 


available, of course. But one is led | 
to the conclusion that the shipping 
situation is not yet sufficiently | 
cleared to justify a major military 
operation involving American} 
troops which would necessitate a 
constant flow of reinforcements 
and material across the seas. 

The public is evidently not con- 
scious of the tremendous replace- 
ments of manpower and equipment 
required by forces engaged in ac- 
tive operations in this war. 

The means of destruction are so} 
and so sweeping, that | 
reinforcement requirements are}! 
probably greater than in any past 
conflict. 

This means that the time ele- 
ment has to enter into every mili- | 
tary calculation. That is to say, 
a military unit must be considered 
not only in terms of its present 
strength, but in terms of its capa-| 
city for endurance in point of time. ' 

To be brutally plain about it, 
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such a unit must be thought of 
as effective for a surprisingly short 
period. For every thousand men 
in action, there must be several 
thousands standing by to act as re- 
placements. 

This is a factor few civilians con- 
sider. when making demands for a 
second front. A prodigious army 
shrinks appreciably when it has to 
be divided into first line troops 
and reinforcements. 


Too Much Talk 

All the hysterical demand about 
a second front has actually oper- 
ated against its own purpose. 

The success of any military oper- 
ation in this war depends largely 
upon the element of surprise. 

In these days, a commander can- 


not afford to telegraph his 
punches, 
There is no such thing, for in- 


| stance, as a repetition of the Span- 


ish Armada when the British knew 


| two years in advance exactly what 


Spain would do, Such an operation 
would be even more fatal for the 
attacker than it was then. 

Actually, all this public talk 
about a second front has tied Mr. 
Churchill’s hands because it has 
destroyed, to a great extent, the 
element of surprise. 

I believe such an operation may 
be launched at almost any time, 
More likely, however, it will not 
be launched until the public 
clamor has died down. 

The best way to promote the 
establishment of a second front, as 
I see it, is to keep one’s tongue be- 
tween one’s teeth and have confi- 
dence in our leaders.

Mait- 
land immediately delivered a dead- 
ly and sustained attack, finally 
effecting the complete destruction | 
of the enemy vessel,” it commences, | 
Despite damage to his own craft 
shortly after the action began, | 
Lieut. Maitland pursued his course 
until his object was achieved.” 


COURAGE UNDER FIRE | 
Two other officers of the Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve, and an | 
able seaman of the Royal Navy are |

| More than 300 women are now 
engaged by Trans Canada Air 
Lines in various types of work, O. 
T. Larson, vice president, T.C.A., 
stated on his arrival here Thurs- 
day in the course of an inspection 
trip. 

When war broke out there was 
not a single woman on the staff, 
with the exception of air hostesses 
he said, but the drain of man-power 
to the services has made it necess- 
ary to take on women. 

They are employed in shops, at 
ticket counters, in passenger handl- 
ing at airports, as cabin cleaners, 
he said, and more will be employed 
to release young men in the ser- 
vice for Canada’s armed forces.

This constitutes a reduction of 
about 27 per cent. within one year.

‘Superintendent 
Of Income Tax 
Resigns Post 


Resignation of Edward C. 
| Shaughnessy, C.A., from his pro- 


| vincial government positions as 


superintendent of the income tax 
branch and acting supervisor of 
the co-operative credits branch, 
was announced Thursday by Hon. 
Solon E. Low, provincial treas- 
urer. Mr. Shaughnessy had been 
superintendent of income tax for 
the last six years, and his other 
post was taken over two months 
ago when Kenneth J. Hawkins 
was granted leave of absence to 
join the R.C.A.F. in an adminis- 
trative capacity. 

Mr. Shaughnessy’s resignation is 
effective as from Aug. 8, on which 
date he will be given his annual 
three weeks’ vacation, and will 
sever his connection with the gov- 


}ernment service on Aug. 31. 


Mr. Low also announced that 
Gordon W. Northfield, assistant 
superintendent of the income tax 
branch, would be its acting head, 
and that H. J. Woodman, secretary 
to the provincial treasurer's depart- 
ment, would carry on as acting 
head of the co-operative credits 
branch 

It was pointed out that the gov- 
ernment was accepting Mr. Shaugh- 
nessy’s resignation “with profound 
regret,” and the only reason for its 
acceptance was that work of the 
branch would be wound up in view 
of the handing over by the prov- 
ince of the entire field of income 
taxation to the Dominion govern- 
ment. 

VACATING FIELD 
Under an agreement reached 


earlier this year, the province, along 
with other provinces, agreed to va- 


j}eate the income tax field for the 


duration of the war and for one 
year after. Therefore, this service 
is to be wound up at the earliest 
possible moment by the province. 

“Mr. Shaughnessy has been a 
valuable, efficient and painstaking 
official,” said Mr. Low. “He has 
done much good work and his ser- 
vices will be missed.” 

Mr. Low declared that the Do- 
minion government had offered to 
absorb the income tax branch em- 
ployees, totalling 40. They would 
be placed in either the Edmonton 
or Calgary Dominion income tax 
branch offices. Employees prefer- 
ring to remain in the provincial 
service would be given the oppor- 


tunity to do so, and would be ab- 


sorbed in various departments. 
Employees would be transferred, 
or absorbed, as the work on which 
they are at present engaged, is 
completed. Arrears in tax payments 
are being collected and it is ex- 
pected that it will be June 1, 1943 
before the work is finally com- 
pleted and the branch closed.

Asked regarding his future plans, 
Mr. Shaughnessy said he proposed 
to return to private practice of 
accountancy after his holidays, and 
will open an office in this city.

All about the 3 types 
of barbecuing 


FIRE AND FUEL 

Whatever your method of barbecuing, 
glowing coals, not leaping flames, are 
what you want. The best fuels are chare 
coal, pressed sawdust logs, and harde 
woods. Oak, applewood, ‘maple, hickory, 
birch, ash, beech, and cottonwood burn 
with a sweet taste and aroma that pere 
meates the meat. 


GRILL BARBECUING 


In grill barbecuing, meats are cooked on 
a grill or grate about 4 to 8 inches above 
coals. This is the most common method 
and the best method for steaks, ground 
meat patties, lamb chops, pork chops, 
sliced bacon and ham, small whole fish, 
sliced fish, broiler chickens, wieners, and 
spareribs, 


To grill barbecue, have grill hot be- 
fore adding meat. Sear meat quickly on 
both sides, Then broil 5 to 10 minutes on 
each side, turning frequently and basting 
with melted butter, cooking oil, or barbe- 
cue sauce (this increases flavor and 
tenderness). You can use a pastry brush 
or a clean cloth tied to end of long stick 
for basting. Use long tongs or long-han- 
dled, 2-tined fork to turn the meat, 
Avoid pricking the lean part of the meat, 
or the juices will escape. 

Note: Chicken needs to be cooked abou 
20 minutes on each side to assure tender- 
ness. Pork should be cooked at least 15 
minutes on each side. Beef should be cut 
about 1 inch thick, Thinner cuts may dry 
out in cooking; thicker ones may not 
cook through. 


STICK OR TOASTER BARBECUING 
This is the best method for wieners, 
kabobs, sinall thick steaks and chops, 
strips of bacon, small parboiled link 
Sausages, and slices or cubes of ham. You 
can use a long green-pointed stick, » 
long-handled fork, or a toaster. Be sure 


to turn the meat, and baste often.

To Investigate
